—Midway between Bol- 
ton and Blackburn, in Lancashire, stands the small village of Darwen. 
It contains’several factories, and a strange” passing through it at noon- 
time may see a number of young mer and boys dressed in fustian en- 
gaged in the favourite sport of football ; clusters of women and young 
girls are habited in gowns of blue cotton, with a cloak drawn over 
the head in lieu of a bonnet, and wooden clogs instead of fashionable 
slippers, wending their way leisurely to their daily work at the mill, 
Insignificant as the place is in size and population, it has a Mechanics’ 
Institution, mustering something less than 200 members, who address 
each other in the broad Lancashire dialect, and excite the pity ofa 
polished mind for their evident lack of grammatical knowledge. 
These Darwen operatives, living, as it were, beyond the pale of civi- 

ising influences, have, however, read Shakspeare, and heard of the 
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existence of Mr Charles Kemble, who was said to possess much abi- 
lity in expounding the author's meaning. They, too, wished to share 
in the enjoyment partaken of by the Queen and the aristocracy ; and 
so—hear it, ye men of Kent—they engaged Mr Charles Kemble to 
read to them, the horny-handed rude-spoken workers, a play of 
Shakspeare’s on Wednesday and Thursday night last, and gave him 
20 guineas for each reading. We know the fact will excite universal 
astonishment in Kent. We wish its recital could provoke even par- 
tial imitation.—Kentish Independent. 








COURT AND ARISTOCRACY. 

The doings at Court have been all of the routine kind during the 
past week, at least as far as the Court newsman informs us. The 
health of her Majesty and family is said to be excellent. The Aus- 
trian Ambassador and the Countess Dietrichstein arrived at Windsor 
Castle on Monday, and remained till Thursday, on which day, the 
new Spanish Ambassador, the Duke Sotomayor, and his Duchess ar- 
rived also on a visit. 

Among the other visitors at Court during the week the following 
are named :—Viscount Melbourne, Lord and Lady Beauvale, the 
Earl of Liverpool, and Earl and Countess of Delawarr, the Marquis 
and Marchioness of Exeter. 

Her Majesty, with her accustomed generosity, has given, we are 
informed, out of her privy purse, the sum of 1000/ a year to Sir 
Augustus D’Este, which is equal to the sum Sir Augustus lost by the 
death of the Duke of Sussex.—Morning Chronicle. 

A Cabinet Council was held on Thursday at the Foreign-office. It 
was attended by Sir Robert Peel, the Duke of Wellington, the Lord 
Chancellor, Lord Wharnchiffe, the Earl of Aberdeen, Lord Stanley, 
Sir James Graham, the Chancellor of the Exchequer, Earl of Had- 
dington, Earl of Ripon, the Right Hon. W. E. Gladstone, and Lord 
Granville Somerset. Lord Wharncliffe arrived in town on Wednes- 
day evening from Whitley Court, the residence of her Majesty the 
Queen Dowager. Sir J. Graham arrived from Netherby on Thursday 
morning to attend the Council. Mr Gladstone arrived in town on 
Thursday from Hawarden Castle, Flintshire. The Council sat 
three hours. 

New Governor-GENERAL or Canapa.—The Spectator of last week 
made a formal announcement that Sir Charles Metcalfe was dying 
from cancer in the face. The statement is believed to be correct, 
and the Morning Herald of Thursday came out with a paragraph that 
“it was currently reported at the clubs last (Wednesday) night, 
that her Majesty has been graciously pleased to appoint Sir Henry 
Pottinger Governor-General of Canada, in the place of Sir Charles 
Metcalfe, who is seriously indisposed.”—[It is right to add that, in 
yesterday's Times, a “friend of Sir Charles Metcalfe’s medical at- 
tendant, whom the present Government sent out on the recommenda- 
tion of the first medical authority,” denies that Sir Charles “ is dying.” 
This “ friend ” is D. S. Scannell, M.R.C.S., who dates his letter from 
6 Upper Ranelagh street, Pimlico. He says that the life of Sir 
Charles “is not in the imminent danger represented,”—not very en- 
couraging words. ] 

Lapy Peet and Miss Frances Brown.—The following letter was 
sent by the Prime minister to Miss Frances Brown, the blind poetess 
of Ulster, on Christmas eve :— 

“Whitehall, Dec 24. 


“ Madam,—There isa fund applicable, as vacancies may occur, to the 
t 


grant of annual pensions of very limited amount, which usage has placed at 
the disposal of the lady of the first minister. On this fund there is a sur- 
plus of 207 per annum. Lady Peel has heard of your honourable and sue- 
cessful exertions to mitigate, by literary acquirements, the effects of the 
misfortune by which you have been visited; and, should the grant of this 
pension for your life be acceptable to you, Lady Peel will have great satis- 
faction in such an appropriation of it.—I am, &c. RoBEexT PEEL.” 
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ENvanceMENT oF Suirurietp Market.—A meeting of the prin- 
cipal graziers and butchers frequenting Smithfield took place on 
Monday, at the Ram Inn, for the purpose of procuring an extension 
of that part of the market allotted for the sale of sheep. The chair 
was taken by Mr J. Weall, who pointed out the inconvenience of the 
present arrangement, observing, that, as the corporation of the city of 
London derived a very large revenue from the tolls, it was only rea- 
sonable to expect that they would endeavour to consult the conveni- 
ence of those resorting to the market. It was ultimately agreed that 
a memorial should be presented to the Court of Common Council 
praying for the proposed enlargement. 

“A New Grievance.”—Under this head the Times publishes a 
siatement in the form of a letter tending to throw discredit on the 
business management of the Morning Herald. The letter runs as 
fellows :— 

“ Sir,—I am a poor newsman, with a large wife and family to support. I 
attend a railway station with newspapers, and as I hear a great deal about 
the liberality of Zhe Times. 1 appeal to you to do something for me, as I 


‘don’t think The Times is half so liberal as the Herald, and I will tell you the 


reason why. I can buy 12 Heralds for the same price I pay for 9 7imes, 
and the /Zeralds I cannot sell they take back again. I say, * Handsome isas 
hanisome goes,’ I gets twopence a piece by selling Heralds, and I only gets 
a penny by selling The Times. So you see you are rot half so liberal as the 
Herald, as gives me twopence out of fivepence to sell them, and takes back 
all I can’t sell; and this is the way all the railways is supplied, and most 
of the towns and stations on the road. So try if youcan’t help a poor man.” 

The concluding sentence is to our minds a sort of internal evi- 
dence that the thing is no “get up” at Printing House Square. It 
is a good home thrust at the Zimes. To be in consonance with all its 
talk about the poor, that paper really ought to treat with the news- 


| men as advised. Assuming the statement made regarding the Herald 
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to be correct as long as it is not contradicted, we shall begin to wonder 
who pays for all its “expresses,” “ latest intelligence,” “own re- 
porters, &c. ce? At the above rate the sale will hardly do it, and 
no doubt Mr Baldwin knows better what to do with his money than 
carry on such a losing game. 

Case or Potsoninc.—Last week a coroner’s inquest was held on 
the body o! a young man lately employed in a composite candle ma- 
nufactory, when the jury returned a verdict, “that the deceased 
died from the mortal effects of his exposure to the poison of arsenic, 
while at work.” It appears from the evidence that “ nine ounces of 
arsenic were generally mixed with the melted stuff;” but in the ma- 
nufactory alluded to only two ounces had been used. It was also 
stated that the arsenic made candles have more the appearance of 
wax. In the winter of 1839 the word composite was first applied to 
candles made by a patent process from cocoa nut oil in combination 
with stearine wax, which proved equal to the finest wax or spermaceti 
candles. No sooner, however, was their merit known than dozens 
of imitations were manufactured under the name of composite, the 
most ot them containing more or less of arsenic, in lieu of the means 
possessed by the patentees for the manufacture of the original com- 
posite of cocoa nut oil and steraine wax. We understand that in the 
extensive manufactory of Messrs Price and Co. of Belmont, Vaux- 
hall, during the five years they have made these composite candles, 
no arsenic has been used in their composition. It is important to the 
public, considering the extensive use of “ composite” candles, that 
they should be made aware of these facts.

THE PROVINCES. 


Free Trave Meerines have been held during the past week and 
this, at Oldham and at Warrington, the first attended by Mr Cobden, 
Mr John Brooks, §c., and the second by Mr Cobden, Mr Bright, and 
others.

THe WoLveERHAMPTON CoNnsERVATIVE Operatives had a dinner 
among themselves on Monday last, or at least some gentlemen dined 
at Wolverhampton calling themselves operatives, but the chairman 
was Mr T. M. Gladstone, brother of the president of the board of 
trade, and the principal speakers were Viscount Ingestre, Mr Spooner 
of Birmingham and others of the same rank,—not usually thought 
operatives. The following (part of the chairman's speech) about Mr 
Villiers, appears to have been thought very clever :— 

*“ How was it with Mr Villiers’ Instead of being supported for his exer 

tions, he had allowed a bleacher anda cotton spinner to take his place 
(lear), and, from the way in which he had pertormed upon his string, 
the * corn laws.’ he was oblized to play second fiddle; and it would be 
better, indeed, for him if he would break the string altogether.—(Cheers 
and laughter).” 
—Mr Gladstone told his audience that Mr Thornton (the colleague 
of Mr Villiers in‘the representationjof Wolverhampton), was only “ a 
third-rate merchant at Liverpool.” This must have given the “ ope- 
ratives” a very low idea of MrT. indeed. ‘The rest of the speaking 
was on a par with the foregoing. 

Free Trape MEETING at MancuesterR.—An aggregate meeting 
of the League, “ which was one of the most crowded gatherings yet 
held, took place at the Free Trade hall, Manchester, on Wednesday 
night. Mr George Wilson was in the chair, and he and Mr Mark 
Philips, Mr W. Brown (of Liverpool), and Mr Cobden, were the 
principal speakers on the occasion. The principal subject discussed 
was the work of registration, which appears to be going bravely on. 
Some of Mr Cobden’s bye-remarks were addressed to the recent 
charges of “intolerance.” He denies the justice of those charges. 
If the League quarrelled with the projects of others, 

“It was because they had been ostentatious projects, brought forward 
to divert public attention, and not, as they believed, with the real intention 
of serving the object professed by the propounders. (Hear, hear.) Who 
could say that the League had ever found fault with private benevolence, 
or had ever stopped to quarrel with men going about to do good, and not 
secking to proclaim trumpet-tongued their own good works? But it was 
when men who supported the corn laws were found ostentatiously pro- 
pounding other schemes to meet a great poiitical evil, it was then that they 
had a right to criticise and {question the intelligence, at least of those par- 
ties, and to ask how they could profess to serve the people, and at the same 
time, by their votes, they were trying to starve and impoverish the people. 
(Cheers.) He must confess that, having been let a little behind the scenes 
in the conduct of these parties, he did suspect that a great number of those 
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she had got a reputation of being bent ssteakanheiia ‘in public matters, 
were trying to start these false scents, with the view of leading the people 
off from the question of the corn laws. (Cheers.) Ordinary intelligence 
might teach them the utter futility of trying to benefit the people who, I y 
their own legislation, were kept short of the necessaries of life. . .. .

AMERICA. 

There have been two arrivals from the American continent this 
week, the last the new packet ship, S¢ Patrick, Captain Seymour, 
rea ching Liverpool on Wednesday afternoon. The chief feature of 
the intelligenc e they communicate, which, however, is nothing more 
than was to be anticipated from the political composition of the As- 
sembly, is the introduction into the House of Representatives of a 
bill for the extension of the jurisdiction of the United States over the 
territory of the Oregon. Its reception was not accomplished without 
a division upon the motion to suspend the rules, the result of which 
was—ayes 129, noes 53, being a majority of 76 in its favour.

BATHS AND WASH-HOUSES FOR THE POOR. 

S As no answer has yet ; appeare d in your paper, to the request 
for inf rmatio n on the subject ot baths and washhouses,® the accom. 
panying details may perhaps be useful to those who are anxious to 
su yply to their poor neighbours the means of that cleanliness which 


their

An establishment of this nature, 

Liverpool, was opened in

* Our correspondent is somewhat error in saying this, as Mr Simpson of Edia- 


burgh very kindly made public through our columns the experience of that city in the 
iy of erecting public baths. But we need net say that we are glad to be the means 
f making public this farther informat founded on the experience of Liverpool 
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private baths, a shower bath, and eight baths for the poor ; to which 
eight more and a vapour bath have since been added. The two pub- 
lic bath rooms are 24 feet long by 16 feet wide. They have a passage 
down the middle, and on each side of it four small rooms, five feet 
nine inches by five feet, divided by wooden partitions, and containing 
each a bath, with pipes conveying to it hot and cold water. The 
baths in the lower rooms are filled by the superintendent. The 
bathers in the upper room can admit hot and cold water themselves. 
Length of baths at top 5 feet 3 inches, do. do. at bottom 4 feet; 
breadth of head at top 2 feet, do. do. at bottom 1 foot 9 inches ; 
breadth of foot at top 1 foot 4 inches, do. do. at bottom 1 foot 1 inch; 
depth of bath 1 foot 1l inches. The baths are sometimes of much 
use in fever and other maladies; and, to render them available at 
all hours, there is a night bell. A slipper bath is conveyed on a 
truck to those too ill to be brought to the establishment. As there 
is often much difficulty in getting a patient in and out of the slipper 
bath, it has been suggested that an ordinary shaped bath, with a lid 
or cover, might be substituted or added. ‘The wasu-1ovuse contains 
21 tubs and 2 boilers. The tubs are 22 inches long, 24 inches wide 
at the top, 13 inches wide at the bottom, 11 inches deep. lJiot and 
cold water is corveyed into each tub by pipes, opening {with a key. 
A drying closet contains 5 iron maidens, each 14 feet long and 7 
feet 4 inches high, and divided in the middle by a rod to keep apart 
jhe clothes of two individuals. 

The charge for the use of a tub, including water and drying, for 
any time not exceeding six hours isld. Any suitable person apply- 
ing at the wash-house, by paying the charge, and entering her name, 
with the number of clothes to be washed, in a register kept for the 
purpose, has her choice of the unoccupied tubs. ‘The matron’s atten- 
tion is required to see that the clothes have been sufficiently washed 
before they are put into the boiler ; that they are secured together so 
as to cause no quarrels or complaints of loss; and that clothes with 
vermin are not put in with those free from them, as boiling water 
will not destroy them. A net is the best way of keeping the clothes 
separate while in the boiler. The matron also takes care that only 
one person’s clothes are hung on one division of the maiden, which 
she puts into and withdraws from the drying closet, kept locked by 
herself. The accommodation for drying is found much too small in 
proportion to that for washing. Few women here can wash thei 
clothes in less than six hours. It was contemplated to raise the price 
of a tub for that time from Id to 2d, but given up because it seemed 
probable that the charge would exclude those for whose benefit the 
establishment was especially intended. ‘The clothes of persons ill of 
infectious disorders are received in a smal! separate building, where 
they are washed for them, without 





any charge ; a note from a medi- 
cal man being all that is required to procure for the poor this important 
aid at the time of their greatest need. Tach set of clothes is received 
into a tub of solution of chloride of lime, and washed and dried sepa- 
rately. The value of this part of the establishment in a sanatory 
point of view need not be enlarged upon. The supply of water is 
contained in three tanks—one for cold water, holding 7000 gallons, 
and two for hot water, holding 1400 gaflons each. In summer these 
are filled daily, and on the Saturday twice in the day. ‘The water is 
heated by steam. The original cost of the establishment was—

Although these baths are under the disadvantage of being a first ex- 
periment, and were erected by a wealthy corporation, by whom a 
very rigid economy would not be studied, and although a large sum 
is obliged to be paid annually for the supply of water, yet the esta- 
blishment is now, in its third year, meeting all its current expenses ;

| of the town. 
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It is to be regretted that the price of the lower baths has been 
| raised from 1d and 2d, to 2d and 3d, and that they are not much used 
| by the class most needing them. 3d is more than a labouring man 
| can well afford, particularly for a means of health he has not yet 
learnt to value. A low price will be indispensable to bring them 
into use among the poor, above all ifit is meant to extend the advan- 
tage to their wives and families. I understand that the lower baths 
are used chiefly by mechanics, and the upper ones by young men 
employed in shops. Perhaps if tickets were sold that visitors of the 
poor might give in cases where health would benefit by bathing, it 
might be the means of acquainting them with the value of personal 
cleanliness, and of inducing some exertion to attain it. 

It has been proposed by some to add to such establishment an 
ironing room, a plunge bath for men, and another for women. Will 
it not be difficult to preserve the decorum desirable in the latter ? 
And with respect to an ironing room we must observe, that absence 
from home is a serious evil to poor women; and ironing is a neat 
employment requiring little space, and little fire, and promotes com- 


fort in a home, instead of, like washing, destroying it. 
| 





The size of the tubs is a question of some importance, the quan- 
tity of soap a poor woman can procure being often so small, that to 
have a small quantity of water is essential to enable her to make a 
sufficiently strong lather to wash clothes effectually. A tub, if deep, 
may be very narrow at the bottom, and by being wide at the top 
may suit either a small or large quantity of water. ‘The tubs of the 
Liverpool wash-house are too large at the bottom and not quite deep 
enough, The nearest approximation which could be made to a deep 
pan mug would be the most economical shape. A broad ledge to 
hold the soap, and the wet clothes, at the back of each tub, which 
it might partly overhang without inconvenience, would bea great 

} accommodation. 
| ‘The temptation to quarrelling in such close quarters, and the expo- 
sure of a poor woman’s scanty possessions to the remarks of her neigh- 
bours, are evils which, though great, are we fear not easily separable 
from public wash-houses. ‘lo give more room by assigning two tubs 
to each woman, would in most cases lessen the number who could be 
benefited ; and divisions between the tubs, to prevent mutual inspec- 
tion, could seldom be effected without sacrifice of light; where prac- 
ticable, however, the advantage would be very great. ‘The habits of 

| each place will make some modification of details desirable. For in- 
stance, dolly tubs, which are here considered essential, are in many 
| parts unknown, and some equivalent accommodation would pro- 
| bably be required. A manager among the poor 
| themselves would prove a valuable counsellor on such points. And 
| on more general plans the London “ committee of baths and wash- 
houses ” have so much scientific and mechanical talent at their com- 
mand, that communication with them cannot but be very valuable to 

| those who have the same object without having similar resources, 
[do not know if the above statements are such as will meet your 

| corresprndent’s wishes. Ishall be very glad if they prove useful to 
any one. As the expense of erecting such buildings may be an ob- 
stacle to their heing introduced in many places, I am tempted to ask 
in some future paper for an account of the very humble wash- 
house, the success of which led to the erection of the larger one.—
